Accounting Policies Followed by the Company

Douglas Scott Securities, Inc., (the “Company”™), is a direct participation broker-
dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission under (“SEC”) Rule
15¢3-3(k)(2)(1). The Company is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory
Authority (“FINRA”). Substantially all the Company’s underwriting revenues of is
generated through the sale of oil and gas development programs for Hill Country
Exploration, Inc., and Hill Country Wind Exploration, Inc. (“Affiliates”). The
Company’s customers are located throughout the United States.

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles
generally accepted in the United States of America (“U.S. GAAP”) requires
management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of
assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of
the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during
the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Security transactions are recorded on a trade date basis. Securities are carried at
market value and securities not readily marketable are carried at fair value as
determined by management of the Company. The increase or decrease in net
unrealized appreciation or depreciation of securities is credited or charged to
operations.

Compensated absences have not been accrued because the amount cannot be
reasonably estimated.

Income taxes are provided for the tax effects of transactions reported in the financial
statements and consist of taxes currently due. The provision for federal income
taxes differs from the expected amount using statutory rates because certain
expenses included in the determination of net income are non-deductible for tax
reporting purposes.

Net Capital Requirements

Pursuant to the net capital provisions of Rule 15¢3-1 of the Securities and Exchange
Act of 1934, the Company is required to maintain a minimum net capital, as defined
under such provisions. Net capital and the related net capital ratio may fluctuate on
a daily basis. At October 31, 2012, the Company had net capital of approximately
$18,062 and net capital requirements of $5,000. The Company’s ratio of aggregate
indebtedness to net capital was .03 to 1. The Securities and Exchange Commission
permits a ratio of no greater than 15 to 1.

Related Party Transactions

During the year ended October 31, 2012, the Company received commission and
due diligence income in the amount of $271,315 from its oil and gas affiliate and
$316,625 from its wind exploration affiliate. The Company and its Affiliates are
under common control and the existence of that control creates operating results and
financial position significantly different than if the companies were autonomous.

The Company has a reimbursement agreement with an Affiliate in which the
Company receives reimbursements for certain out of pocket costs. The Company
received reimbursements during the fiscal year ended October 31, 2012. Under an
exclusive marketing agreement, the Affiliate provides the Company various general
and administrative expenses, such as, telephone service, office supplies, equipment
servicing and maintenance, etc. For the year ended October 31, 2012 the Company
recorded $379,086 in reimbursement income related to the agreement.
